Very old neighbors still tell seeing small girl top 
boots with square copper toes and stout holland pina- 
fore, trotting after the big man about his fields and 
barns, asking questions, which, she declares, never went 
without answer she could understand. 

When she was twenty-one, she came west Winnipeg 
with her aunt and fostermother, Miss Alice Anna Hind, 
supposedly get work teacher, but her secret 
heart she had other plans. Before leaving Ontario, she 
had failed algebra examination, and then and there 
she decided not teach, but get newspaper 

those days woman reporter was unheard of, and 
she promptly was refused job. She hired typewriter, 
taught herself, and though office work was then 
unexplored field for women, she got job with big 
firm, becoming the first girl typist west the Great 
Lakes, and later the first public stenographer open 
office Winnipeg. 


But her newspaper ambition, especially along agri- 
cultural lines, never her, and one year after her 
start, she was furnishing occasional articles the Free 
Press. Seven years later, she opened her own steno- 
graphic and immediately offered report farm 
and grain conventions, doing her first farm convention 
Brandon, Manitoba, the summer 1893. 

The same year she was appointed Colonel 
Maclean, Toronto, western correspondent his 
trade publications, and 1901, after years work 
their special reporter agriculture, she joined the staff 
the Free Press agricultural and market reporter, 
and finally commercial and agricultural editor. 

was this post that Dr. Hind steadily built 
reputation crop and livestock expert. She compiled 
market statistics that one else thought publishing, 
and which now are recognized feature the day’s 
financial news. She reported dairymen’s meetings, 
agricultural She instituted system tabulated 
news western crops from local correspondents, and 
herself each year travelled thousands miles, first 
buckboard and freight trains, and later automobile, 
making survey the whole farming West, basis 
for her annual wheat estimate. 

Hers has not been the career sob sister, stunt 
reporter news sleuth, peering under blinds and 
eavesdropping back doors, Dr. Hind always has 
obtained her news from reliable sources, her informants

FIRST-AID FROM THE TEA-POT 


BURNS AND scalds are very common 
households, especially home 
where there are small children, for they 
not realize the dangers 
kettle open fire present they are 
careless. Burns are caused fire, 
boiling grease, water steam, acids 
alkalis, electricity, from over- 
exposure X-rays and radium and 
the ultraviolet rays and 
accidents are fatal proportion the 
area skin involved and the treat- 
ment applied. The death rate runs all 
the way from per cent. 
Fatality burns and scalds due 
shock, loss fluids from the body 
and the absorption poisonous 
products from the site injury. 
Shock may combated the use 
mild stimulants and warmth. Loss 
fluids should met supplying 
the patient with water and other 
liquids The absorption 
poisons from the burned area pre- 
vented the use proper dressing. 


HOUSEHOLD treatment burns and 
scalds usually about bad could 
imagined. Often grease in’ various 
forms, flour, starch other powders 
are All these for the doctor 
add his troubles. They help 
infect the burned area, are difficult 
removal and promote, instead limit- 
ing, absorption poisons. all cases 
the doctor obliged remove the first- 
aid dressing (not always easy job), 
for the burned surface must thor- 
oughly cleansed advance per- 
manent dressing. 

The best dressing burns and scalds 
tannic acid solution (two tea- 
water). its absence recourse should 
had the teapot, available every 
home. The active ingredient tannic 
acid and tea Ordinary tea 
infusion contains from two five per 
cent tannin. Tea, dressing for 
burns and scalds, has been use 
China for 5,000 years.

French Rolled Pancakes 


Egg 
Cupful hot milk

Beat the egg until light, gradually 
add the hot milk and mix well. Add 
the melted butter. Measure the sifted 
flour and sift again with the baking 
powder and salt.

Pour onto hot 
griddle make pancakes about three 
inches diameter. Bake until the 
surface full holes, turn and brown 
the other side.
